_ De Carbonari, woordelyk overgezet kolen- 
branders, van welke zoo veel gesproken is, en 
welke de jongste omwenteling hebben bevor 
derd, is de naam van een staatkundig, ver uitge 
breid, gelieim genootschap in Italien. dat, z00 
ver het bekend geworden is, het doel had, om alle 
Italiaansche staten in een bondgenootschap, el* 
republiek of constitutionele monarchie, te ver 
kenigen en van vreemden invloed te beeryden. 
Dit genootschap heeft zich reeds voor vele jaren 
Resor, is aanvankelyk tegen de Fransche 

eerschuppy gerig geweest en is zelfs, naar men 
zegt, door Engeland ondersteund geworden. — 
In het vervoig schynt het doel des genootschap 
eene andere rigting genomen te hebben, Het- 
zelve was vooral in de jaren 1813 en 1814, en 
by Napeleons terugkomst van Elba werkzaam. 
Marat seheen by zy nen togt tegen Lombardyen 
op hen te rekenen. In het jaar 1814 werden 
ia Mayland verscheiden voorname militairen 
als leden van dit genootschap aangenomen.

Wednesday being the Birth-day of Her Roy 
sl Highuess Welbelmineg Frederike Louisa 
Mariana, Princess of Orange Nassau, a royal 
salute was fired at noon by the company of 
artillery, in honor at the day. 

During the present week there have been 
many arrivals fram Coro, esch vessel conveying 
a considerable number vf the inhabitants of that 
place, among whom is tlie Governor, Don Cor 
zea, severel civil and military officers and pri. 
vates, and e few elergymen, computed to s- 
mount îa ell to between 4 and 500 persons.— 
From what we have beer able tu learn of the 
particulars of this event, it appears that he in- 
habitants cf Coro became ezceediag!y aiarmed 
at the threatened attack upon the place by the 
Independent forzes in Merac2ybo, & part of 
which, had been put in march for that purpose, 
end had reached Paraguane;and ne sooner had 
the near epproach of the enamy become known 
in Coro than every p'rson in the town prepar 
ed co lease it ; many fied into the interinr, and

Yona wilt observe 
that the Spanish government will obtain far 
greater advantage from its conferences with 
our government bere, than from oor commis- 
sioners there. It is not strenge that a govern 
meot reserves for itself the faculty of covceding 
that, which it would not attempt to entrust with 
any of its envoys abroad : strange indeed it ware, 
to act in « contrary direction. It is with the 
purest candor that 1 communicate this my sen- 
timeat to you. which you are at liberty to turn 
to the best purpose, satisfied that if we go to 
await the result of our commissioners, the buei 
ness will be extraerdinarily protracted, and per- 
heps unavailing. .

justice of an opinion; you are equally convinced 
with me, how awkwerd is the situation of « 
commander, who must not oùly ect well, but be 
scrüpuloùs how end in what manner he acts well. 
“1 have therefore thought it meet, convenient 
and even necessary, to address this day aa offì- 
ciai despatch to colonel Plaza, manifesting the
